Suspicion." 'isurance Rates. 


The holders of policies in the Bay State 


Beneficiary association of which there 
are quite a number in this city, are con- 
siderably exercised, to use no stronger 
term, over the extraordinary increase in 
the size of the assessments. The matter 
seems to be making trouble all round, as 
will be seen by the following reference 
to the subject in the Springfield Espubli- 
can. 


"Policy holders in the Bay State Bene- 


ficiary association are still in a state of 
mind over the recent advance in assess- 
ments and are holding meetings in vari- 
ous places to consider what had best be 
done. Some years ago the Massachusetts 
Mutual Aid Society was consolidated with 
the Bay State association and its members 
think they are being hit particularly hard. 
Their assessments have been increased by 
from 25 to 240 per cent above what they 
used to pay and those at Pitchburg ap- 
pointed a committee a week ago to confer 
with the Bay State officers. There was a 
meeting at Fitchburg Saturday to hear 
the committees report. A proposition was 
presented, signed by the secretary of the 
Bay State association and it was further 
reported by the committee that the Bay 
State association had lately been looked 
into by the insurance commissioners of 
Ohio, Massachusetts, and other New Eng- 
land states, with the result of showing that 
everything had been honestly managed, 
but that the assessments were not high 
encugh to meet the mortuary claims. 
The emergency fund had been drawn on 
for §60,000 and this should be restored. In- 
surance Commissioner Merrill recom- 
mended that the assessments be paid. 
State Auditor Kiuiball, who was at the 
Fitchburg meeting, said it looked like », 
case of being caught and that tho asso- 
ciation seemed to be in a bad odor outside 
of the state. Remarks by other policy- 
holders revealed the existence of a biUer 
feeling and a conviction that all was not 
right. 


"A meeting of policy holders of the 


Massachusetts Benefit Life association was 
held at Boston Saturday toloolcaftcr their 
interests. It was decided that a general 
committee be appointed to make such an 
examination as they are able, and espec- 
ially to determine how tho association 
may be run in the future so that the pol- 
icy holders may have their proper repre- 
sentation in determining the amount of 
assessments and the necessity therefor. 
This action was deemed especially neces 
sary, inasmuch as the insurance commis- 
sioner has stated that he has no jurisdic- 
tion as to the amount of these assess- 
ments.1 " 


II. C. Benton is one of the North Adams 


men who took policies in the Bay State 
association and he does not mince matters 
at all in expressing his opinion of this 
form of Insurance. Mr. Benton took a 
policy for $3000 in 1SS5 and his assessments 
at Hrst were $7.29. Then they went up to 
JtO. The amount of tho assessment stead- 
ily increased uniil last year it was over 
518, and six assessments were levied dur- 
ing the year. An agent of the company was 
in tho city recently and Mr. Benton 
learned that thore would be six assess- 
ments this year, and that his assessment 
would be $23.70 each time, or a total of 
nearly $153 a yea r on a $3,000 policy. 
Mr 


Bsnton asked the agent it ho could tell 
him whether the limit of increase had 
been reached, and the agent nnswcrerl 
that he could not. Mr. Benton tl eriiipon 
expressed his opinion very frankly to "tho 
agent and notified him that he should 
pay no more assessments. 
He aays other 


policy holders here are greatly dissatis- 
fied with the way things have rieen goin; 
and are liable to surrender their policies, 
it they have not already done so.

Against the Newtons. 


HEAVY DAMAGES ARE CLAIMED. 


The Newtons Charged with Cutting Tim- 


ber without Right. 
Dispute over 


Title. An Interesting Case. Able 
' 


Counsel on Both Sides. 


Attachments have been served on prop- 


erty in Readsboro and Wilmington for 
one of the most important land cases ever 
heard in Vermont. It is a suit of the Ben- 
nington & Glastonbury 
Manufacturing 


company—practically Gen. J. Q. McCul- 
lough against the Newtons, John C. and 
Moses, the Deerfleld River company, with 
some contractors who worked under 
them, for willful trespass in cutting tim- 
ber on the lands of the former in Glaston- 
bury. The suit is for ?30,000, land to the 
extent of 16,000 acres is covered by it and 
the claim is for triple damages under the 
statute applying to the cutting of trees 
entirely without right. Such damages are 
very rarely awarded, there having been 
very few cases where it has been done in 
all Vermont history, though the report of 
Governor Pingroe as referee in the Daven- 
port case against the Newtons is believed 
to carry with it. such an award. 


In this case the Bennington and Clasteu- 


bury company claim that they and their 
predecessors in title can show ownership 
of the land for half a century or there- 
abouts, paying taxes on it, building a rail- 
road into the forest, constructing exten- 
sive mills and for a long time doing an ex- 
sensive business there, which they gave 
up a few days ago. 


The Newtons claim title under deeds 


from people claiming to be the heirs-at- 
lawof seven of the original grantees of 
the town. Their deeds are to Chas. S. 
Chase, Whitingham, attorney for the 
Newtons who in turn deeded to them and 
their companies. Under this claim or col- 
or title, the Newtons and their contractors 
have begun extensive lumbering opera- 
tion, having done cutting, as the plaintiff 
alleges, on lots that cover over 16,000 
acres. 


It would seem that the Newtons must 


have some more ground than that afford- 
ed by the deeds from these claiming heirs, 
for thus proceeding upon property long 
supposed without question to belong to 
somebody else. If so it will of course de- 
velop at the trial. Tae case is return- 
able at the June term of the Bennington 
county court. Barber of Bennington and 
Waterman, Martin & Hitt of Brattleboro 
are councel for plaintiff,- and Batchelder 
of Arlington for defendants.—Brattleboro

SHALL IT BE PERMANENT? 


The lodging house enterprise under the 


management of Mr. Allen has now had 
about a six months trial, and it is ex- 
pected that at a meeting of gentlemen, 
who have taken a special interest in it 
and who have i;enerously devoted time 
and money to the work, to be held Satur- 
day afternoon, the question of making it 
a permanent institution will be consid- 
ered. 


There is no doubt that the question will 


be considered in a broad, liberal spirit as 
well as from very practical standpoints. 
It would be very fortunate indeed if from 
the consideration of tbe matter tomorrow 
plans should be developed that could be 
presented to the public at large and at 
once fasten its careful interest and atten- 
tion, so that the community could posi- 
tively and promptly decide as seems to its 
best. 


It should be borne in mind that the 


lodging house in not the samu as the res- 
cue mission. The work of the two is very 
different. Many people would be inter- 
ested in the humane and practical work 
of the lodging house who might not be at 
all in sympathy with the evangelistic 
work of the mission.

house is a distinct institution of itself. 
The mission contributes its mite toward 
tlie lodging house, as indiuidnals of all 
classes nnd Reliefs do.

Adams Savings Bank, has just finished a 
c ireful exami nation of Mr. Allen's ac- 
counts with the lodging house and has 
devoted a great deal of his valuable time 
to comparing Mr. Allen's verbal state- 
ments ol'his work with the itemized ac- 
counts renden d. Mr. Whitaker tells us 
that the results of this examination and 
auditing have been wholly satisfactory, 
so far as it IMK been possible for him to 
lU-'crniinc. and very creditable to Mr. Al- 
len. 


As exfti-osse I to us, Mr. Allen's chief de- 


sire now seems to be to have the com- 
munity give tlie subject its careful atten- 
tion promptly and decide whether the 
lodging house shall be made a permanent 
institution, regardless of tbe question 
whether he is to be longer identified with 
it or not. 


Of Mr. Allen's work here tho commun- 


ity needs no new expression of opinion 
from us. Th*1 numerous cases of human 
relief attended to by him and his wile in 
most sclf-sici'ineing and practical ways 
as repeatedly narrated in these columns, 
speak for themselves. It is the institu- 
tion he has started here that he would 
wish to have receive consideration now. 


Now the house and senate confreei on

Meeting Held Last 


LIST OF OFFICERS ELECTED. 


The Treasurer's .Report. The Church Had 


a Prosperous Year. Membership In- 


creased. Various Facts and Fig- 


ures That Tell the Story. 


The annual meeting of the First fc.ip- 


tist church was held last evening and was 
well attended. Rev. F. D. Penney pre- 
sided. The reports of the chairman of 
the ilitt'erent committees and church so- 
cieties were submitted and approved.

penso that which makes a home, now 
happy and joyous, a hell on earth; that!

die like beasts? No! We, as sensible uiea 
who have the love of our brothers at 
heart are going as noble men and will say: 
No sir! thus far and no farther." 


The speaker then told about the Irish- 


man who was exhibiting wax-work fig- 
ures, lie bad a llama of which he said, 


* This is an American animal with four 
legs one on each corner." Mr. Eddy 
continued: You can easily dlsaover a li- 
cense town by the men on the streets. 
You can see the young men congregated 
at the saloon corner. Does not your heart 
ache to see a young man go into a saloon 
and take what is sure to destroy his man- 
hood? I tell you it is sad to see a young 
man of line physique and quick intellect, 
step into a saloon and take a glass of li- 
quor thinking at the same time of his hap- 
py home. I can't think the citizens of 
Adams will open the dram shops another 
year for the young men who are soon to 
occupy the places of honor and trust in 
the community, as a barrier in their way. 
You say'it's immaterial to me; let them 
choose for themselves; I am not my bro- 
ther's keeper.' You are your brother's 
keeper. If you can keep temptation from 
the young men it is your duty to do so. 
I knew a young man, a fine young fellow, 
who graduated with my class. 
He was 


the pride of the class and gave promise of 
great brilliancy in business. He was 
tempted and led down and down until the 
remaining members of the class carried 
him to a drunkard's grave. He was rear- 
ed in a license town and took his first 
drink there. 


My dear ladies, do you want your eons 


and brothers led from their homes, robbed 
of their daily earnings, and at last, having 
made tbe rumseller rich, be placed in a 
pauper's grave? For God's sake and for 
the sake of the men, use your influence to 
shut out the saloon. While you are mak- 
ing rumsellers wealthy you are making 
another class poor and you have to con- 
tribute to their support.

see the men are standing on the corners, 
waiting for a purpose, inspired by hell, 
for there Is nothing more like hell.

"In regard to there being as many cases

If we knew a man who de- 
liberately turned a railroad switch and 
caused a loss of 150 lives we'd say: "Hang 
him." Every man who votes yes is turn- 
ing the switch which will throw more 
than 150 boys off the main line into inev- 
itable ruin.

Ground on Which the Yonng Woman Is

TY>rt Jrrvis, X. Y., March 27.—The 


double funeral of Jacob Snydcr and 
his wife Frances, who are alleged to 
have died from poison administered by 
their daughter Martha, took place this 
morning at 10 o'clock. The daughter 
was not present, being1 guarded by tha 
police at the hospital, where she was 
taken after she had recovered from her 
attack of convulsions, which, the doc- 
tors believe, was brought on by her 
taking, v ith suicidal intent, a dose of 
the same- poison which is alleged to 
have caused the death of her parents. 
The motive attributed to the daughter 
was the desire to secure the insurance 
money cm her parents' lives, which 
would be inherited by her on their 
death. Her father's life was insured 
for 83,00 and her mother's for 81,000. 
It is said that the girl was making 
arrangei nents to marry a young man 
in Seattle, Wash., and that the pro- 
curing of this insurance money was a 
necessary part of her plan. 
The 


strongest link in tho chain of evidence 
is that the hired nurse, in conversation 
with the sick woman, asked her if 
there was any poison about the house, 
to which the patient replied that there 
was a box of rough-on-rats in the 
closet. The nurse procured the box 
and brought it to the bedside. On 
opening the box, the patient ex- 
claimed: 
"Why, thare are more than 


two teaspoonfuls gone." The stomach, 
liver and kidneys of the deceased are 
now in the possession of Dr. White- 
house of New York, who is to-day en- 
gaged iu making an analysis. After 
he has imished the work of analysis, 
the coroner will hold an inquest. In 
tho meantime the strictest surveillance 
will be maintained about the daughter, 
who was separated from her husband, 
a man named Joseph Whittaker, some 
time ago on account of her erratic 
conduct. 
She had made her home 


with her parents since then. 
The po- 


lice now allege that she has always 
borne H bad reputation. Snyder was 
an engineer employed in the Erie yards 
here. He and his wife were well re- 
spected. 


B. & O. RECEIVERS' PLANS. 


A Thorough Overhauling and Additions to 


tho Rollins Stock Decided Upon. 


Baltimore, March 27.—The receivers 


of the Baltimore & Ohio railroad have 
outlined the policy which they intend 
to carry out ia the management of that 
great proptrty a«d present the official 
announcement in detail. • Oscar G. 
Murray, one of the receivers, says that 
the company lias not enough rolling1 
stock to properly handle its business. 
"We have given orders," he added, "for 
every shop on the line to be operated 
on full time at repair work alone. 
It 


is our intention to overhaul and repair 
every locomotive and car that will jus- 
tify the outlay. This will necessitate 
the employment of our entire force. 
Conseq uently all orders for new loco- 
motives and cars will be given to out- 
side concerns. We intend ordering 
5,000 freight cars as soon as possible 
and also about seventy-five locomotives. 
Of the freight cars a lage proportion 
will be coal cars, which may i ml irate 
the importance with which we regard 
our coal trade. Of the locomotives a 
small number, twelve or fifteen, will be 
for passenger service, as our locomo- 
tives in this respect are, as a rule, of a 
high standard.

Should the situation 
become less critical it is probable that 
Mr. Terrell may be granted a leave of 
absence, and it is not regarded as not 
unlikely that Mavroyeni Bey may then 
bo given a release from his official du- 
ties in Washington at the same time, 
with an opportunity of visiting'Turkey. 


Alleged Confirmation of the Report. 
Constantinople, March 27.—The re- 


port that Mavroyeni Bey, Turkish 
minister to the United States, has 
been recalled is confirmed by in-

NO PROTEST FROM TURKEY. 


The Sultan Merely Made Inquiries Re-

London, March 27.—The government

Scranton, Pa., March 27.—Great ex-

After being in hiding all day the

COINAGE OF SILVER. 


The Mints Now Turning Out 1,500,000 


Standard Dollars A AlnnlU. 


Washington, March 27.—The mints 


are now coining standard silver dollars 
at tho rate of 1,500,000 per month from 
the silvor bullion purchased under the 
act of July 14, 1890, on hand, Of the 
number of silver dollars now being 
coined, 1,031,375 will be held for the 
redemption of treasury notes, being 
the cost of the bullion contained in 
1,500,000 silver dollar« at the average 
cost of silver bullion purchased under 
the act of July 14, 1800. The remain- 
der, 408,675 dollars will be paid into 
the treasury as profits on the coinage 
of silver bullion and against which sil- 
ver certificates can bo issued and used 
in the payment of any expenses of the 
government.

three to one by tho sound money men 
have been the subject of much discus- 
sion in the capitol corridors. Mr. Pick- 
ler, the senior representative from that 
state, said to a United Press reporter 
who asked his opinion of the condition 
of his state, as shown by the reports of 
the proceedings of the convention: "I do 
not believe there has been any sub- 
stantial change in opinion in the state 
on the subject.

firmed the Minneapolis platform of 
1892, and the state was carried that 
year for tho republican candidate.

Mtrphy became connected with the 
senate in 1848 and has remained there 
continuously since, in 1873 being ap- 
pointed chief official reporter.

the reconstruction
